REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The status of the claims is as follows: 
Claims 1 and 1 1 are currently amended; 
Claims 2-10 and 12-15 are as originally filed; and 
Claims 16-33 have been cancelled. 

2. The requirement for a new oath or declaration is withdrawn in view of the OG 
Notice titled "Duty of Disclosure Language Set Forth in Oaths or Declarations Filed in 
Nonprovisional Patent Applications" (signed 22 January 2008), 1 327 OG 1 1 2. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, p. 5, filed 18 March 2008, with respect to 
the rejection of claims 1-15 under 35 U.S.C. 101, as being directed to non-statutory 
subject matter, have been fully considered, and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
1-15 has been withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-15 : The prior art of record does not teach a method, including the steps of: 
calculating a centroid for each cluster of counts on a histogram of apneic intervals, 
diagnosing apnea as a function of the centroids.
